19.-NMore tian 1,000,000 cubic feet 
of rock in a U-shaped segment 150 
feet wide and between 150 and 200 
feet deep, broke asunder Saturday 
evening from the ledge over which

ara Falls, and plunged with a ter- 
rific crash into the gorge 166. feet 
below, altering the contour of one 
of the world’s scenic; wonders. 
The break in the papapet of the 
falls, the first huge one since 
white men set eyes on Niagara’s 
grandeur, is about 100 feet out 
from Prospect Point on the Amer- 


ican side and 300 feet from the 

southern edge of Luna Island, 

which. lies between the American 

and Canadian falls, and is connect- 

ed by a narrow bridge with Goat 
‘| Island. 

Two Witnesses to Crash. 
Two witnesses of the crash were 
found today. One viewed the cave- 
in from Prospect Point on the 
American side, while the other 
watched it from below the bank 
on the Canadian side. Both said 
that there were two distinct slides 
that send thousands of tons of 
boulders and ice hurtling into the 
lower river. 

Percy Frazer, superintendent of 
the docks of the Maid of the Mists 
Steamship Co., who saw the slides 
from the Canadian side, said there 
was a terrific rumble and as he 
looked from a window of his home 
among the crevices of the gorge a 
few hundred feet below the horse- 
shoe falls, he saw the crest give 
way. Tons of falling debris were 
thrown clear of the cascades and 
plunged into the river. Mist and 
spray from the lower stream en- 
yeloped the falls, rising hundreds 
of feet above the brink. 

The detonation was terrific, 
Frazer It shook the founda- 


. 


e for several bend With- 
in a few minutes there was another 
roar that sounded like steel of a 
great building being bent and 
shaken and another huge section of 
the wall gave way. Mist and foam 
rose again and obscured. his view 
of the cataract, Frazer said. 

Arthur Baker of this city, with a 
party of Cleveland tourists, was at 
Prospect Point as the two slides 
occurred. Baker said the noise was 
tetrific as the first section of the 
brink gave way and the mist and 
foam that rose from the lower 
river obscured his view of the falls. 
The ground beneath him trembled 
so that he was compelled to grasp 
the iron railing that skirts the 
gorge bank to keep his feet. The 
trembling was like that caused by 
an earthquake. | 

Both Baker and Frazer place the 
time of the first crashes of rock 
and ice at between 6:35 and 5:45 
p. m. Saturday. 

Erosion, probably aided by the 
pressure of expanding ice, gouged 
out the huge slice of the parapet. 
It was not until yesterday morning 
that the change was clearly seen 
for the first time. 

Boulders Larger Than Houses. 

Thousands of visitors flocked to 
the falls then and remained to gaze 
from points of vantage at the gi- 
gantic boulders, some of them larg- 
er than hou es, piled up overnight 
at the foot of the cataract. The 
newly fallen boulders. were easily 
discernible, their dark wetness con- 
trasting strongly with the ice- 
coated sides of the falls. 

The Cave of the Winds, in which’ 
there was a fall eight years ago 
in which several persons were in- 
jured, apparently was not affected 
by the overnight addition of thou- 
sands of tons of rock to the pile of 
debris at the base of the falls, 

Within the memory of man the 
crest-line of Niagara Falls has 
never changed more than a foot 
or two within a year. The ledge of 
the Canadian falls recedes about 
that much annually. The parpet 
of the American falls, however, over 
which the flow of water is shallow- 
er and less forceful has been 
creeping back only an inch or soa 
year. Eighty years ago the famous 
Table Rock tumbled into the gorge, 
but it was not part of the para- 
pet, merely a ledge that jutted out 
over the cataract from the Cana- 
dian side.

General must as a last resort be 
able to maintain in emergency 
the tranquillity of the state and 
the rights of the minorities, he 
must be granted the necessary 
power for those purposes. 

“As regards finance, the 
transfer of financial responsi- 
bility must necessarily be sub- 
ject to such conditions as well 
insure the fulfillment of obliga- 
‘ions incurred under the author- 
ity of the Secretary of State, 
and the maintenance unim- 
paired of the financial stability 
and credit of India, 

“The report of the Federal 
Structuré Committee indicates 
some ways of dealing with this 
subject, including a reserve 
bank, service of loans and ex- 
change policy, which, in the 
view of His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment, will have to be provided 
for somehow in the new Consti- 
tution. 

It is of vital interest to all 
parties im India to accept these 
provisions to maintain financial 
confidence. 

“Subject to the provisions, 
the Indian Government would 
have full financial responsibility 
for methods of raising revenue 
and for control of expenditures 
on non-reserved services.

“Personal contact is the best 
way of removing those unfortu- 
nate differences and misunder- 
standings which too many peo- 
ple on both sides have been en- 
gendering between us in recent 
years. 

Mutual understanding of m- 
tentions and difficulties gained 
under such conditions as have 
prevailed here is by far the best 
way of discovering the means of 
settling our differences and sat- 
isfying our claims. 

“His Majesty's Government 
will strive to Secure such an 
amount of agreement as will en- 
able the new Constitution to be 
passed through the British Par- 
Hiament and be put into opera- 
tion with the active good will of 
the people of both countries.’

During five hours about 80 note- 
holders filed in, exhibited their 
notes and were paid their interest. 

Benham sat at his desk ana 
handed out a total of about $3500, 
mostly in sums of $20, $40 and 
$60, from a drawer which ap- 
peared to be full of money. The 
investors—factory workers, clerks 
and some merchants—slapped each 
other on the back, joked about 
“easy money”.and appeared con- 
fident in their financier. ‘There 
were no withdrawals of principal. 

Benham announced he would 
“shut the window” at 6 p. m. and 
abandon the practice of “Monday 
night payoffs,“ which he followed 
when employed as shipping room 
superintendent at a sewing ma- 
chine factory. 

Benham, whose sctivities will be 
reported to the grand jury Jan. 26 
by State’s Attorney Alexander J.

He said 
that five or six years ago he made 
a survey of the bed of the river 
just above the brink of the Ameri- 
can Falls when water was low. 
At that time, he said, he noted 
a erack in the rock about 50 or 
60 feet back from thé brink of the 
falls. The crevice was filled with 
debris and logs and he predicted at 
that time that the rock would give 
way. A similar crevice in the rock 
was noted by McCulloch about 150 
feet from Prospect Point on the 
American shore.

“Part of Normal Process,” Says 
Geology Professor. 
By the Associated Press. 

BUFFALO, N. T., Jan. 18.— The 
cave-in at the crest of Niagara 
Falls was described by Dr. Regi- 
nald H. Pegrum, profession of 
geology at the University of Buf- 
falo, as part of the normal process 
of erosion which gradually will 
carry the falls back several miles 
to a point where the waterfall is 
expected to disappear or become 
transformed into a series of swift 
rapids. 

“This, of course, will take thou- 
sands of years,” Dr. Pegrum said. 
“There is nothing highly unusual 
from the geologic point of view in 
the destruction of the section of 
the falls crest. It is just part of the 
normal erosion which has been 
going on since the falls were 
formed thousands of years ago at 
Lewiston, and which has chiseled 
the great gorge of the Niagara.”

“I bage this prediction upon the 
fact, first of all, that the world 
has never failed to return to re- 
ligion after one of these great pe- 
riods of agnosticism and skepti- 
cism. Witness the great conver- 
gion to religion that followed the 
fall of Rome. 

“Only First Generation Has Fun.” 

“Only the first generation of 
skeptics have any fun. After that 
they either win or lose. If they 
lose, they return to religion; if they 
win, their thesis. becomes an ac- 
cepted idea and therefore some- 
what of a bore. 

H. L. Mencken says the fools of 
this world do not want to be saved 
and are not worth saving. But the 
world can’t be happy and gay with 
Mr. Mencken going on grumbling. 

“Rationalism has ceased to be 
rational. The modern skeptical 
process has been.carried so far that 
it is no Jonger human. 

“Science does not mean the 
death of . religion. Eddington. 
Jeans and other great scientists are 
on the side of religion. Instead, 
the scientific ideas of a generation 
ago hate been smashed—slaugh- 
tered—in the laboratories that gave 
them birth. 1 

“I repeat, materialism is dead, 
Skepticism is unngtural and bor- 
ing. ) 

“Man is a creature not quite 
complete without religion. You 
may hold it off for a generation or 
two, but the world will suffer frora 
its, suppression. : 

Jam not a fundamentalist 
maiden aunt. My church believes 
not in a literal but in a liberal in- 
terpretation of Seripture. I am 
not saying the world will return to 
fundamentalism.

Miracles Disproved, Says Darrow. 

Darrow said: “Is the world go- 
ing toward supernaturalism or 
away from it? -People are always 
returning to something they 
should uever have had in the first 
place, but the progress of science is 
constant and science disproves the 
miracles organized religion agks us 
to believe. Still an ecclesiastic will 
quote another ecclesiastic who lived 
1800 years ago, on human conduct, 
end say a God whom we never saw 
laid down the general law. 

“People are believing less and 
less in miracles (and these mira- 
cles, such as the making of Adam 
and Eve and the miraculous birth 
of Jesus, are foundations upon 
which religion is built) because 
they are becoming more intelligent. 

“I never knew a man who thor- 
oughly believed in his own religion. 
I think none of them is very sure. 
Why do ill people cling to life in- 
stead of going on happily to the 
heaven they believe in? 

“The idea of religion is based 
upon crude and uninformed the- 
ories of the universe. Millions 
have got away from this and now 
laugh at it. For example, is it in- 
telligent to believe that the whole 
world is damned on account of the 
fall of Adam? , : 

“World Follows Natural Laws.” 

“Man is slowly but surely driv- 
ing miracles out of the universe. 
We now know the material world 
follows natural laws. 

“We are told that science isn't 
infallible, but I can't agree with 
Mr, Chesterton that scientists have 
changed their views on the mate- 
rialistic universe.

CYarity is local, and the relief 
of poverty, insofar as it is a duty 
of government, belongs to States, 
counties, and municipa:ities rather 
than the Tederal Government, Rob- 


ert W. Kelso, director of the Com- 
munity Fund, said yesterday in the 
Community Forum radio hour in 
commenting on relief appropria- 
tion measures being considered by 
Congress. 

“Congress,” he said, “is going to 
primrose way of the English Par- 
liament and will inevitably arrive 
at the same wholesale pauperiza- 
tion of the poor.

Cases, Will Recommend State Constabu- 
lary and Suspension of Officers.

ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 19.—Offi- 
cers of the Commission on Inter- 
racial Co-Operation began as soon 
as 1930 had turned the corner to 
investigate thoroughly, one by one, 
the lynchings that rose to.a high 
tide in number last: year. 

The work of finding the facts 
surrounding each case of mob ac- 
tion in the United States is not yet 
completed, but enough has been 
done to indicate clearly at least 
three recommendations the com- 
mission will urge upon state gov- 
ernments the country over. 

There were 21 victims of lynch- 
ings in 1930. 
investigators studying the cases 
will present the first comprehen- 
sive report of its kind ever made. 

The Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People listed 
24 as mob victims for the year, but 
three of these, the Tuskegee Insti- 
tute bureau decided, were killed in 
attempted capture and were omit- 
ted from the list. 

Increase in Lynchings in 1930. 

That mob murder took a sudden 
and unexpected upturn during 1930 
is seen by the figures for the three 
years previous: In 1927 there were 
16 victims of lynchings, in 1928 
there were 11 and in 1929 only 10. 

Whatever explanation may be of- 
fered to shed light on the increase 
of mob violence, the commission 
here is working to discover defects 
in the protection of prisoners ac- 
cused of crimes for which they 
might be lynched, and to strength- 
en the arm of the law in reduc- 
ing lynchings to a minimum. 

From the facts gathered so far, 
R. B. Eleazer, director of public re- 
lations for the Commission on In- 
ter-racial Co-operation, pointed out 
to the correspondent that three 
recommendations would certainly 
be made. They are: 

1. That the State government 
be given primary right in mak- 
ing investigations of mob action, 
with the additional right to set 
the venue for trial of mob lead - 
ers in jurisdictions outside the 
county where the lynching oc- 
curred. 

2. Provision for a State con- 
stabulary, under orders of the 
Governor, to assist local author- 
ities in preventing lynchings. 

3. Immediate and automatic 
suspension of any Sheriff and 
other peace officer from whom a 
prisoner has been taken And 
lynched, pending an investiga- 
tion to determine if such officers 
have been lax in their duty to 
protect their prisoners. 

Virginia’s Legal Steps. 

Virginia already has such a law 
as the first recommendation, calls 
for. There, the State officials take 
the lead in investigating and prose- 
cuting mob leaders. And Virginia 
has not had a lynching since 1926, 
and only three since 1923. 

Two Southern states have joined 
a number of Northern states in set- 
ting up a state constabulary—Ala- 
bama and Tennessee. Texas, with 
its State rangers, might also be in- 
cluded in the list, but the rangers 
were organized under different 
conditions than the constabularies 
of Alabama and Tennessee. 

In no state as yet is there provi- 
sion for suspension of peace offi- 
cials pending investigations of their 
conduct before mobs. 

Most of the lynchings in 1930, of- 
ficers of the commission point out, 
Show that prompt action on the 
part of a State constabulary, guard- 
ing the prisoner and the jail, pa- 
troling the streets and grounds 
about the jail and dispersing idle 
groups, would have prevented the 
lynching. 

It is expected that the reports of 
the investigators will include se- 
vere condemnation of some of the 
peace officers from whom prison- 
ers were taken and put to death. Of 
21 persons lynched (all of 
whom were Negroes except one, 
John Hodaz, a white man of Tam- 
pa, Fla.), all but five were taken 
from the hands of the law, or were 
killed within the jails that confined 
them. 

One Beaten to Death in Home. 
Ot the victims who did not come 
into the hands of the law, S. &. 
Mincey, an aged Negro of Ailey, 
Ga.; was beaten to death in his 
home, allegedly for his political ac- 
tivities. David Harris was shot to 
death at Rosedale, Miss., as was 
William Roane at Bryan, Tex., and 
Daniel Jenkins, at Union, 8S. C.

The charred body hung there 
until nearly night, and was viewed 
by swarms of men, ‘women and 
children, until someone cut it 
down. 

Five Jails Broken Into. 

The ease with which prisoners 
can be taken out of jails and to 
their death is shown in the fact 
that in five cases the jails were 
broken into and the cells unlocked 
or battered down. 

At Sherman, 
most spectacular flare-up of lynch 
spirit occurred, George Hughes was 
placed in a vault of the courthouse 
for protection against the mob. The 
courthouse was burned. Next day 
the body was taken from the vault, 
carried into the Negro section of 
the city and burned. 

At Chickasha, Ok., Henry Argo 
was shot in his cell by a mob that 
entered the jail. He was taken to 


ceive him. Then he was returned 
to the jail, where he was stabbed. 

At Darien, Ga., George Grant 
was shot in his cell in the jail. 
Grant had wounded a night watch- 
man, and in attempting to capture 
him one officer, a patrolman from 
Brunswick, had been killed and a 
local Deputy Sheriff wounded. | 


Jail Door Left Open. 

Grant was captured by a large 
posse and taken to the jail. The 
Sheriff received him, placed him 
in a cell and went into another 
room. He had left the outer door 
of the jail open, for some reason 
for which no explanation has been 
made. Several of the mob walked 
in and one of them shot the pris- 
-oner to death. 

At Thomasville, Ga. William 
Kirkland was on the chain-gang 
and a trusty. About noon one day 
he was identified by a girl as the 
man who had that morning at- 
tempted to attack her. The Sher- 
iff, relating the circumstances of 
the lynching, told me that the mob 
formed that afternoon, and he pre- 
vailed upon the leaders to withhold 
action until the next morning, 
promising them that at 8 o’colck 
he would have the girl at the 
stockade where the chain-gang was 
kept, to identify the prisoner 
again. a 

This was done. The crowd dis- 
persed, and gathered again the next 
morning. The girl was brought 
out, she pointed out the man and 
he was immediately seized by the 
mob. The leaders told the Sheriff 
they did not want to injure him, 
and to stay out of the affair. The 
Negro was shot to death and his 
body dragged up and down the 
main street of Thomasville. 

No attempt had been made to 
take him away during the night. 
He was not even placed in jail. No 


assistance from the National Guard 


was called for. 
No Convictions Obtained. 

In the list of 1930 lynchings no 
person has been convicted of par- 
ticipation in the mob murder, al- 
though in nearly every instance 
where the victim has been taken 
from the jail or from the hands of 
peace officers the leaders of the 
mob have been reported known to 
officers. 


Thomasville lynching, reported ag} 
follows: 

“After the examination of many 
witnesses, many of whom were 
prominent men of Thomas Coun- 
ty, it was necessary to close this 
investigation without an _  indict- 
ment, for lack of evidence.” 

“The record of 1930 shows that 
the law must be strengthened,”

CRISP TO PROPOSE 
“CHANGES IN RULES 


Would Reduce Power of 
Committees and of Chair- 
men; Provide Regular 
Meeting Days.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 19.— 
Growing dissatisfaction among 
House Republicans against the 
“gag rule” which has enabled the 
administration to dictate to that 
body, broke into the open Saturday 
when Representative La Guardia, 
Progressive Republican of New 
York, served blunt notice on party 
leaders that “we will have more lib- 
eral rules in the next Congress— 
and I don't mean maybe.” He de- 
clared enough Republicans would 
vote with Democrats to assure a 


reform in the rules. 

The insurgent movement among 
House Republicans has reached the 
stage where some of them not only 
are threatening to vote with the 
Democrats to organize the next 
House, but also are discussing the 
possibility of ousting Nicholas 
Longworth as the Republican lead- 
er—a position to which he would 
expect to revert if succeeded by a 
Democratic Speaker. 

Longworth’s “high hat” man- 
ners toward his followers have 
aroused much antagonism, and 
many of them charge that his per- 
sonal habits are too frivolous to 
eompert with the .dignity of his 
position. The speaker’s reputation 
as a raconteur and man-about- 
town is almost equal in Washing- 
ton to Mrs. Alice Roosevelt Long- 
worth’s reputation for biting wit. 

Caucus to Test Sentiment. 

Members of the ruling trium- 
virate, Speaker Longworth, Floor 
Leader Tilson and Chairman Snell 
of the Rules Committee, are at 
last awake to their danger. A 
caucus of the members who will 
compose the Republican side of 
the next House has been called for 
Feb. 26, obviously for the purpose 
of feeling out the temper of new 
members and discovering the ex- 
tent of the insurrection among 
those who have been re-elected. 
In the form letter calling the cau- 
cus, the addressees are pointedly 
requested to say whether they will 
attend. Many have signified their 
intention of staying away. 

Among those who do not con- 
ceal their resentment against the 
party leadership in the House are 
Henry Allen Cooper, its venerable 
dean; Representatives Schneider 
and Peavey, all three of whom are 
from ‘Wisconsin; Representative 
Lam | Of Kansas, and Christ- 
gau of mesota. In addition to 
these Republicans, Paul ‘Kvale, 
youthful Famer-Laborite of Min- 
nesota, is open in mis criticism of 
the autocratic house rule, 

Representative Crisp (Dem), 
Georgia, a noted parliamentary au- 
thority, has announced-he will pro- 
pose three important changes in 
the rules when’ the next ‘session 
convenes, First, he would provide 
that when a committee in charge 
of a bill had failed to make a re- 
port within 30 days, a motion to 
discharge it and bring the measure 
before the House could be made 
by a petition signed by 100 mem- 
bers of the House. This would 
end the arbitrary “pigeonholing” 
process now constantly employed 
to block action on bills not favored 
by the leaders. 

Would Cut Chairman’s Power. 

Second, he would provide that a 
meeting of any committee could 
be called by a majority of the 
committee. At present, only the

told the delegates, and thus far the 
efforts of the League to stop it 
have failed. 

Narcotic seizures in the United 
States and other countries no 
longer are counted by the ounce, 
but by the hundredweight,” he 
said.

PREDICTS GREAT EARTHQUAKE 
IN PACIFIC IN NEXT TWO DAYS 


Hungarian Forecaster Says Japan 
May Be Shaken; Discusses 
Result of His System. 

By the Associated Press. 

„ BUDAPEST, Hungary, Jan. 19. 
— The world’s next great earth- 
quake, predicts Prof. Martin 
Hanko, will occur before Wednes- 


day somewhere in the western half 
of the Pacific Ocean or in Japan. 

Prof. Hanko, who is a member 
of the faculty at Pecs University 
in South Hungary and whose pre- 
dictions regarding earthquakes 
have caused worldwide interest, 
discussed his forecasting system 
yesterday. 

“For many years,” he said, “I 
have been studying earthquakes 
and have found there is a uniform 
and natural sequence to such con- 
vulsions. My system is based up- 
on the simplest principles of pre- 
diction, applied with a highly elab- 
orated scheme of mathematics. 

“Since October I have fixed-the 
dates of approximately 11 edarth- 
quakes, all of which developed, I 
prefer not to enter the details of 
my theory but I have proved it not 
only with regard to future earth- 
quakes, but also in connection with 
those of the past, verifying the 
exact time of the most important 
of such disturbances known to his- 
tory. 59 

Prof. Hanko said he even had 
verified the time of the destruction 
of Pompeii. 

“Last month,” he continued, “I 
predicted that on Dec, 13 or Dec. 
14 an earthquake would occur, 
probably in Chile, and it developed 
Dec. 15 in both Argentina and 


Mexico.”

The bankruptcy law has as its necessary purpose 
the maintenance of justice as between debtors and 
creditors. Honest men who have been overwhelmed 
by debt must have their independence preserved so 
that they may be free to make a fresh start. Cred- 
itors, on the other hand, must be protected against 
unscrupulous persons who would derive a profit from 
bankruptcy and must be assured of equal treatment 
in the settlement of their claims. These conflicting 
objectives necessarily require the attainment of a 
mice balance in the framing and administration of 
the bankruptcy law. 

It is the present belief of many business groups 
that this balance has been disturbed. It is claimed 
that the present law makes it too difficult to put 
debtors into bankruptcy. No penalty attaches to the 
voluntary dissipation of assets during insolvency be- 
fore bankruptcy is declared. Col. Donovan discov- 
ered that 80 cents of every dollar of creditors’ claims 
had been wiped out before a bankruptcy petition was 
filed. Creditors, consequently, receive a meager re- 
turn. The average return in the Donovan study 
was 10 cents on- the dollar. 

A large part of the possible return to creditors is 
eaten up by costs of administration. Col. Donovan 
found that these costs ran as high as 20 per cent 
of the realized assets in the Southern District of 
New York. It is asserted that discharge from bank- 
ruptcy is too easily obtained. Creditors are apathetic 
about opposing discharges and the law requires no- 
body to appear in opposition.

It wil! be a surprise to many 
readers (and it is to be hoped that 
there may be very many readers) 
to learn that John Chapman, alias 
Johnny Appleseed, was a Harvard 
man. He was a rather fanatical 
Swedenborgian, and his apparent 
obsession in regard to the propa- 
gating of apple trees throughout 
the pioneer country of Western 
Pennsylvania and New York, Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and even in east- 
ern Missouri and Iowa, was some- 
thing more than a queer notion: 
It was an expression of his reli- 
gious sense of the divine beauty 
and essential goodness of the 
world. It seems to be well estab- 
lished that his attitude toward his 
fellow men and toward all living 
things was truly Franciscan in the 
highest sense. The apple trees 
were apparently largely symbolic 
to him, as fragments of his 
speeches and verses suggest. The 
beauty of thé blossom, the good- 
ness of the fruit he adored as ob- 
vious expressions of a divinity that 
he felt in all things. That he was 
more -than merely “crazy.” as he 
must have seemed to many, is 
proved by the fact that he came 
to be loved throughout the wide 
country of his wanderings, espe- 
cially by the women and children. 
He was indeed, as he once stated 
to a ranting evangelist of the hell- 
fire type, “a primitive Christian.” 
He would touch no meat, “not 
wanting anything to die that he 
should live.“ An animal was to 
him a person to be respected and 
loved, and he was no less eager 
to be of service to a sick cow than 
to a sick child or woman or man. 

It is readily granted that at 
times he seems to have been quite 
“out of his head,” and the reader 
may remember with misgivings a 
certain head injury he received in 
young manhood from the kick of 
a horse. But if a kicking horse 
can produce such a spirit as that 
which emerges from the larger 
general view of the man’s life, then 
it is apparent that some millions 
of us in this world have not been 
sufficiently horse-kicked!

After both had refused to serve, 
Washington ‘offered Edward Char- 
rington tu place and requested him 
to dispatch “the enclosed offer” to 
Patrick Henry if Charrington 
turned down the job. 

“I would have made the offer to 
Mr. Henr. in the first instance,“ 
Washington wrote, “but two rea- 
sons were opposed to it: First, ig- 
norance of his political sentiments 
(for I should consider it an act of 
Governmental suicide to bring a 
man into so high an office who was 
unfriendly to the Constitution and 
laws which are to be his guide) 
and second, because I had no idea 
he would accept the office 

He was right. Henry, too, re- 
fused, although Henry staunchly 
supported the Constitution after its 
ratification he was the outstanding 
leader of the Virginia fight against 
its ratification. 

Historians say much of the dif- 
ficulty in filling the post was due 
to Washington's indorsement of 
Jay's treaty with Great Britain.

Tardy Pupils 
Tout first graders at a certain 
public school are severely re- 
proved by their teacher when- 
ever they arrive late. ay 
Sometimes they are even sent to 
the principal to be thoroughly 
scolded. Trained educators appar- 


ture and are unaware of the situa- 
tion in the ordinary home when 
they give a child of 6 or 7 punish- 
ment for being tardy. The situa- 
tion, however, is a common one in 
public schools throughout the 
country. 

One little first grader was so dis- 
tressed by the scoldings she re- 
ceived for being tardy that she de- 
veloped the habit of vomiting at the 
time each morning when she would 
have started to school. 


Actually the responsibility for 
tardiness in the first and second 
grader falls entirely upon the home. 


When mothers feel school au- 
thorities are not as understanding 
on-this point as they should be it 
would be well worth while for them 
to speak to those in charge. They 
should have an understanding 
which would place the responsibil- 
ity for punctuality where it be- 
longs. 

Little children, oe course, should 
learn the necessity for meeting ap- 
pointments. They cannot learn it 
all at once, however, and it is un- 
fair to make them feel the burden 
of wrongdoing when they fail. 

If parents are faithful in meet- 
ing the responsibility for punctual- 
ity of children in the first and sec- 
ond grades there will be no diffi- 
cuity in their forming desirable 
habits. 

By the time the child is 9 or 10 
years old he will be able and will- 
ing to assume this responsibility for 
itself.
